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In what's called the nation’s “most historic square mile,” 
Philadelphia has 67 National Historical Landmarks that 


played an important role in the country’s formation. 


INDEPENDENCE NATIONAL HISTORICAL PARK is a robust collection 

of sites that includes Independence Hall — where the Declaration 
of Independence was signed on July 4, 1776, and the Constitution 
written and debated — and the Liberty Bell, as well as the Benjamin 
Franklin Museum, Franklin Court Printing Office, the Second 
Bank of the United States, Declaration House, New Hall Military 
Museum and more. 


Situated on Independence Mall, The President's House marks the 
footprint of the residence of Presidents George Washington and 
John Adams while in office. A prominent display tells the story of 
the slaves who built and worked in the house and examines 

the paradox of slavery and freedom in the new nation. 


Congress Hall oversaw two major presidential inaugurations 
starting with the swearing in of George Washington in the 
Senate Chamber for his second term in 1793. Four years later, 
John Adams took the oath of office in the House Chamber, 
marking the first peaceful transfer of power in U.S. history. 


Site of the first Continental Congress in 1774, today 
Carpenters' Hall displays hand tools, the chairs used by 
founding fathers, and other historic artifacts. 


Tour the home of reported American flag maker Betsy Ross 
and learn about her interaction with the founding fathers — 
from the famed seamstress herself. 


Step back in time on carefully preserved Elfreth's Alley — the 
nation's oldest continuously inhabited street — lined with 32 
Federal and Georgian-style homes. 


The oldest learned society in the U.S., The American E

One of the country's largest urban park systems, with 2,000-plus green acres, Fairmount Park is 
a vast outdoor playground with 63 individual parks and countless trails, more than 200 historic 
buildings, an impressive collection of public art, the country's first zoo and more. 


MILES OF TRAILS 

An extensive system of trails winds throughout the Philadelphia region, making it easy to get 
out and get around. A section of the Schuylkill River Trail cuts through the city and includes the 
Manayunk Towpath, Kelly Drive, Boathouse Row and the Schuylkill Banks. Ambitious cyclists 
can follow the trail 20-plus miles to Valley Forge National Historical Park, site of the notorious 
Revolutionary War campaign. 


RELAX ON THE WATERFRONT 

The Delaware River Waterfront is a vibrant destination for outdoor fun on and off the water. During 
the summer months, Blue Cross RiverRink is a great tradition featuring fantastic food, craft beer 
and drinks. In the spring and summer, experience the festive Spruce Street Harbor Park. Open 
year-round is Cherry Street Pier, a mixed-use public space converted from a historic pier. The pier 
hosts pop-up markets, art installations and a garden restaurant. For picturesque views of the Ben 
Franklin Bridge, head further north to Race Street Pier, perfect for relaxing on the spacious lawn 
while enjoying river views. 


Head to the Schuylkill River Trail — named one of the best riverwalks in the nation by USA Today — 
to walk, run, or bike along the Schuylkill Banks Boardwalk. The path, suspended over the Schuylkill 
River, presents stunning views of the Philadelphia skyline. The grassy banks of the river are also 
ideal settings for riverside relaxation and picnics.

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When Jim Pappas started a daily cheesesteak blog in 2018, he wasn't 
expecting to be the country's foremost expert on the subject. It all 
started while he was driving for a car service company and a passenger 
asked him what his favorite cheesesteak was. After, he clocked out 

and stopped at a nearby steak shop and that first mid-day rendezvous 
morphed into a full-time job, with Pappas sampling more than 1,000 
cheesesteaks to date. His favorite? Charlie's Roast Pork, which can be 
found on our Cheesesteak Trail. We chatted with Pappas about what 
makes the perfect cheesesteak. 


A: American cheese, fried onions, mushrooms. Early on, | used to ask 


for lettuce and tomatoes because if they were soggy, | knew all the 
ingredients might not be fresh. 


My E 


A: | grew up on chopped meat, but it doesn't matter. When you have 
good meat you want to taste it, less of a chop so you can bite into 
it and taste the quality of the steak. | like American cheese, melted 
all the way through, so it evenly coats every piece of meat. | also get 
mushrooms and fried onions. 


£ Yes c 


A: It's a test, really. Like at a good steakhouse, you get the caramelized 
onions mixed with the mushrooms and it brings out the flavor of the 
steak. You want them cooked and browned, then you can tell if they 
are fresh versus if they just threw a can of mushrooms on the steak. 
Not the ones that were sitting out in the pizza bin. If the mushrooms 
are fresh, then all the ingredients they are using are probably going 
to be fresh. | want to see if they go the extra mile. 


A: | like a thin crust for the roll, not thick. There has to be enough bread 
to hold the meat and grease in. But you also have to be able to close 
it without everything leaking out. Some places scoop it and make a 
ladle, that works. The roll has to be crusty. 


JIM PAPPAS A; It was five or six places in the beginning, but four is the sweet spot.

a Philly cheesesteak is all about. l've also had some very good $5 
cheesesteaks at random corner stores in South Philly and elsewhere. 
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If you’re looking for something truly authentic, nothing says Philadelphia 
quite like roast pork, hoagies, soft pretzels, water ice, and of course, the 
cheesesteak. For a true “local” taste, be sure to visit one of the city’s 
many markets. 


Consistently regarded as one of the best farmers markets in the nation, the historic 
Reading Terminal Market boasts over 80 independent merchants selling fresh 
produce, breads, meat and fish along with a wide variety of gourmet prepared 
foods. 


The Italian Market in South Philadelphia — America’s largest and oldest 
continuously operating open-air marketplace, offers cheese shops (including the 
quintessential DiBruno Bros.), fish and meat merchants, and dozens of outdoor stalls 
bursting with colorful, fresh produce. Today, you will also find vendors selling Asian 
and Latin American specialties alongside the market's original Italian occupants.

CONVENTION CENTER DISTRICT/CHINATOWN 


Anchored by the Pennsylvania Convention Center, this bustling 


UU? Tour the Pennsylvania Academy of the Fine Arts, the 

oldest art museum and art school in the nation, showcasing a 

vast collection of 19th- and 20th-century American paintings and 
sculptures. Visit Dilworth Park with an interactive fountain and 
tree grove seating areas and take a tour of City Hall, home to over 
250 sculptures by Alexander Milne Calder, including the largest 
statue atop any building in the world. Snap a selfie in front of 
Robert Indiana’s iconic LOVE sculpture in Love Park. Explore the 
Rail Park, a former railroad viaduct converted into a scenic trail. 
Visit the Fabric Workshop and Museum, a modern art exhibition 
space, whose unique artist-in-residence program has resulted 

in an archive of one-of-a-kind collaborations with internationally 
renowned artists. Schedule a tour of the majestic Masonic Temple 
of Philadelphia, a National Historic Landmark and architectural 
wonder, and headquarters of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, 
Free and Accepted Masons. Walk under the Friendship Gate, a gift 
from Philadelphia's sister city of Tianjin, which welcomes visitors 

to Chinatown, a concentration of restaurants, markets and shops 
featuring goods from numerous Asian countries. For shopping, 
head to Macy's, located in the landmark Wanamaker building, and 
walk through the impressive architectural gem, the Grand Court, 
with the bronze bald eagle statue and restored 1904 organ (one of 
the largest in the world).

Delve into themes of diversity, equity, 
inclusion, civic engagement, and leadership at the National 
Liberty Museum.

On the First Friday of every month, Old City 
comes alive in celebration as the galleries open new exhibits, 
design showrooms display new lines, and businesses stay open 
late with special programs.

Centered around the magnificent Museum Mile on the Benjamin Franklin Parkway - modeled after the Champs- 
Elysées in Paris — this district offers outstanding museums and plenty of Insta-worthy sights — including the Rocky 
Steps and Rocky Statue just outside the majestic Philadelphia Museum of Art. 


D0: The Rodin Museum boasts one of the largest collections of famed sculptor Auguste Rodin's work outside of 
Paris. The Thinker greets you outside the entrance. Next door, the Barnes Foundation houses the world's largest 
collection of Renoir pieces and is renowned for its impressive exhibits of Impressionist, Post-Impressionist, and 
early Modern Art. Visit Eastern State Penitentiary, the historic prison kept in "preserved ruin," and stroll through 
its crumbling halls to learn about former inhabitants, including Al Capone, with an audio tour voiced by actor Steve 


Buscemi. 


DINE: The new Victory Tap Room features two indoor bars, an outdoor bar, street level outdoor seating and a 
rooftop patio that presents gorgeous views of the Museum Mile. Perfect for happy hours, Assembly Rooftop Lounge 
looks down on Logan Square and Swann Memorial Fountain with vast views of the Benjamin Franklin Parkway all the 
way to the Philadelphia Museum of Art. This area offers a family-friendly lineup of reservation-free pubs, taquerias, 
pizza parlors, and steakhouses, including Pizzeria Vetri and Tir na nÓg, a classic wood-accented irish pub.

D: Catch the Philadelphia Phillies in action at Citizen's Bank Park. With the skyline as its backdrop, the 
ballpark offers great sightlines and plenty of Philadelphia-inspired concessions. No ticket? No problem. Watch 
the game on the big screens at Xfinity Live! entertainment complex. Walk along the eclectic South Street 

to explore an ever-changing line-up of restaurants and shops with the exception of a few old stand-bys. Stroll 
along East Passyunk Avenue to find a seemingly endless assortment of local boutiques and shops selling a 
mix of apparel, jewelry, art, home goods and more.
